divided Into about equal numbers of 
plkemen nnd musketeers.

(BRILLIAKT ASSEMBLAGE. 


Seldom has the national capital wit- 


nessed a more brilliant and distin- 
guished assemblage than was gathered 
on the grand esplanade of the Army

statue. Immediately back of the statue 
on the president's stand, which was 
completely covered in red. white and 
blue bunting and decorated with Am- 
erican flags, sat the president and his 
cabinet,, the German ambassador and
